Dining Car Ruling. 
Appealed Ruling. 

The dining car decision was on 
an appeal by Elmer W. Hender- 
son, a Washington Negro. While 
serving as a field representative 
of the President’s Committee on 
Fair Employment Practices in 
1942, he made a railroad trip to, 
Birmingham. Henderson protested | 
that he was unable to get a meal 


on a Southern Railway Co. diner. | 


Southern railroads later adopted 
a policy of setting aside a table 
or two for Negroes in dining cars. 
These tables are separated from 
others in the cars by partitions or 
curtains. Henderson, however, 
pressed his fight against any seg- 
regation. He now is a director of 
the American Council of Human 
Rights. 

The new dining car policy was 
approved by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. When Hen- 
derson took his fight to the Su- 
preme Court, the commission de- 
fended its action, but the Depart- 
ment of Justice opposed it. 

The department insisted that 
“the notion that separate but 
equal facilities satisfy constitu- 


tional and statutory prohibitions 


against discrimination is obso- —— 
lete.” 

Justice Burton wrote the court’s 
opinion. Justice Clark took no 
part. Those who voted with Bur-| 
ton are Chief Justice Vinson and 
Justices Black, Reed, Frankfur- 
ter, Douglas, Jackson and Min- 
ton. 

“Right to Be Free.” 

Agreeing, Justice Burton said | 
today “the right to be free from 
unreasonable discriminations be- 
longs to each particular person. 

“Where a dining car is avail-| 
able to passengers holding tickets | 
entitling them to use it, each such | | 
passenger is equally entitled to | 
its facilities in accordance with | 
reasonable regulations.” 

Burton added: “The denial of | 
dining service to any passenger | 
by the (railroad) rules before us | 
subjects him to a prohibited dis- | 
advantage.

A Remarkable Man 


Bernard M. Baruch returns to St. Louis after 
an absence much too long. Washington Univer- 
sity does the whole community an excellent 
turn, to say nothing of its graduating class, by 
bringing him here as its mid-century commence- 
ment speaker. 

The usual description of this tall, handsome 
business man and financier is that he is the 
country’s “elder statesman.” As he approaches 
his eightieth birthday, the term becomes para- 
doxically less appropriate than it used to be. 
He is so hearty, so vigorous, so busy with a mul- 
titude of valuable works that he seems to have 
reached a turning point in age somewhere in 
the seventies and t8 be growing younger again. 

In a sense Bernie Baruch, as his friends have 
always known him, has never held public office 
—certainly never elective office—and in another 
he has been in public life right along. Woodrow 
Wilson invited him to be Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. But he declined the Cabinet seat first held 
by Alexander Hamilton. 

Yet as a close adviser to Wils@n and mobilizer 
of the nation’s industries, he played, with little 
question, the major civilian role in the Ameri- 
can success in World War I. Herbert Hoover 
often listened to his counsel. When the coun- 
try sorely needed rubber in World War II, the 
White House turned to Mr. Baruch. Again it 
was to him that President Truman went for 
help in working out a plan for control of atomic 
energy. With Dean Acheson and David E. Lili- 
enthal he fought for the proposal which, though 
not accepted by the Russians, still has not been 
superseded. 

Though newspaper readers are familiar with 
this wise man’s utterances over the years, the 
Post-Dispatch believes that today is an unusual- 
ly fitting time to gather up a harvest of them 
in our Mirror of Public Opinion. From the earli- 
est to the most recent of these opinions, they 
represent the thinking of a man who not only 
has convictions, but possesses the courage to ex- 
press them and the persistence to keep stead- 
fastly at it. 

In particular we call attention to what Mr. 
Baruch said only a few days ago about drafting 
materials and wealth for defense. For these 
are words to mark: 

To me there is something immoral in of- 
fering human sacrifice on ‘the altar of pa- 
triotism and in interfering with the lives 
of our youth without first setting up com- 
plete plans for the mobilization of industry, 
of capital, of materials, of transportation, 
of profit, of prices, of wages, and the other 
elements necessary to make us ready. 

The 1950 graduating class at Washington Uni- 
versity will meet a man who combines to a most 
unusual degree the leisure and grace and charm 
of the Old South with the acumen, alertness and 
drive of the North. These young Americans, we 
feel sure, appreciate the opportunity as well as 
pleasure which is to be theirs. 

Since no one can predict what Bernard Ba- 
ruch will do, he may even now have in mind a 
change of business location. If so he will find 
St. Louis rarely pleasant in green and fragrant 
June. We are confident that Park Commission- 
er Baumes will be glad to assign our distin- 
guished visitor a very convenient and comfort- 
able park bench with a fountain view. Or if 
our guest prefers, to permit him to make his 
own selection in any park in any part of the city. 

Welcome—a hundred times welcome! 
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What If the TVA Hadnt 


Utility executives have one habit that is ap- 
parently incurable. They like to get out their 
pencils and try to demonstrate that the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority isn’t doing as good a job 
as might be done by somebody else under dif- 
ferent circumstances. 

Thus Frank M. Wilkes, president of South- 
western Gas and Electric Co. of Shreveport, La., 
regaled a convention of the Edison Electric In- 
stitute with some figures which showed, he said, 
that TVA could make two or three times as 
much money if it only raised power rates to re- 
flect what the power would cost if there weren't 
any navigation and flood control benefits, and 


to reflect taxes that would be paid if TVA’ 


weren't a public agency. 

Mr. Wilkes ought to carry his researches fur- 
ther. He should find out how much power would 
not be consumed in the Tennessee Valley if 
rates were higher, and how many new industries 
would not have been established in the region 
at these rates, and how muclr regional income 
would not have been generated, and to what ex- 
tent the region’s contribution to the war effort 
and to postwar production records would have 
been diminished if TVA hadn’t supplied an 
abundance of cheap power. 
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Place for Senator McCarthy? 

If there is a Senator McCarthy on Pluto, he 
is raising the roof. One of those University of 
Chicago professors has announced—after a peek 
through the big telescope in California—that 
this outermost of the known planets is only half 
as big and only one-tenth as weighty as astron- 
omers had come to believe since its discovery in 
1930. To a good Plutonian, could there be any- 
thing more obviously subversive? 

Chicago's Professor Kuiper says that Pluto is 
a mere 3600 miles around its equator after other 
men—who used weaker spy glasses—had guessed 
it to be a good 7000 miles in diameter. Surely, 
this kind of belittling is dangerous. If Kuiper 
and his ilk look longer they may shrink Pluto 
even more, perhaps to the point where it might 
not even afford a foothold to its most patriotic 
citizens. After shaking those off, the professors 
might again expand the planet—but only to af- 
ford space for their kind. Obviously a plot of the 
deepest dye, the kind to be expected only from 
an academic mind. 

The Plutonians should start an investigation 
at once, an investigation headed by a man who 
knows subversives when he sees them, no matter 
how their number may vary. This is a job for 
the original McCarthy himself. And we would 
be very glad to lend him to the Plutonians— 
indefinitely. 
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Dunkirk After a Decade 


On the tenth anniversary of the height of the 
evacuation at Dunkirk, The New York Times 
reprinted its editorial which appeared in June, 
1940. It is a little gem, with as much meaning 
for today as then. We think our readers will 
appreciate an opportunity to read it in full for 
themselves: 

“So long as the English tongue survives, the 
word Dunkirk will be spoken with reverence. 
For in that harbor, in such a hell as never 
blazed on earth before, at the end of a lost 
battle, the rags and blemishes that have hidden 
the soul of democracy fell away. There, beaten 
but unconquered, she faced the enemy. 

“They sent away the wounded first. Men died 
so that others could escape. It was not so sim- 


ple a thing as courage, which the Nazis had in 
plenty. It was not so simple a thing as dis- 
cipline, which can be hammered into men by a 
drill sergeant. If was not the result of careful 
planning, for there could have been little. It 
was the common man of the free countries, ris- 
ing in all his glory out of mill, office, factory, 
mine, farm and ship, applying to war the lessons 
learned when he went down the shaft to bring 
out trapped comrades, when he hurled the life- 
boat through the surf, when he endured poverty 
and hard work for his children’s sake. 

“This shining thing in the souls of free men 
Hitler cannot command or attain or conquer. 
He has crushed it, where he could, from German 
hearts. 

“It is the great tradition of democracy. 
the future. It is victory.” 
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Gambling Investments 

This seems to be an age in which organized 
crime seeks an aura of respectability. It is in- 
creasingly difficult to tell where justifiable busi- 
ness ends and hoodlumism and racketeering be- 
gin, but an attempt to make the distinction has 
led the Kefauver Committee to the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. 

Theodore C. Link of the Post-Dispatch staff 
reports that William Molasky, who has built a 
career on race news gambling, is now a princi- 
pal stockholder in Western Union. Molasky owns 
35 per cent of the stock in Pioneer News Serv- 
ice, which serves gambling information to hand- 
books in St. Louis. And Molasky and his wife 
own 14,000 shares of Western Union stock val- 
ued at about $390,000. 

Frank Costello, reputed gambling czar, had al- 
ready told Senate investigators about his invest- 
ments in oil stocks. It appears that a good deal 
of criminal money has been turned into con- 
servative securities. And there is nothing that 
legitimate business can do to prevent such in- 
vestments. 

The Western Union case, however, represents 
a more dangerous possibility. Wire services are 
essential to big-time handbook operations, and 
Western Union controls thousands of miles of 
wire services. Suppose that gamblers, as stock- 
holders, should win a dominating influence on 
the policy of the corporation? 

Western Union officials naturally deny that 
Molasky has tried to affect company policy. Yet 
the danger of gambling influence remains. In a 
blistering report, the Federal Communications 
Commission found that racing wires hampered 
the war effort. The FCC said that telegraph 
companies provided more than 16,000 miles of 
precious circuits while defense industry needed 
wire facilities. The FCC stated that this busi- 
ness was worth $500,000 a year to the compa- 
nies. And the commission found evidence that 
Western Union officers were aware of the illegal 
nature of some of their business. 

Western Union’s wires have the status of a 
national ‘utility, and it is not in the public in- 
terest to have them misused to promote big-time 
gambling. The company certainly has invited 
close inspection by the Kefauver committee. Al- 
ready proposals have been introduced in Con- 
gress to prevent interstate transmission of gam- 
bling information. 

The company management, and the. invest- 
ment houses which are the largest stockholders, 
have enough authority to prevent gamblers from 
dominating company policy. In a period when 
commercialized gambling is a treasury for or- 
ganized crime, Western Union should be espe- 
cially careful not to serve the rackets bosses. 
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Housing and the City Plan 

Everybody favors housing, but it is important 
that St. Louis’ redevelopment program get off 
on the right foot. For this reason, Mayor Darst 
and the Board of Aldermen should take a 
searching look at the proposed Westchester 
Heights project in northwest St. Louis before 
they approve it. 

In order to qualify for tax concessions and 
other benefits of the state urban redevelopment 
act, the site for this project, on Goodfellow 
boulevard at Natural Bridge avenue, will have to 
be designated by the city as a blighted area. 

That is a decision which should not be made 
without seeking the professional counsel of the 
City Plan Commission. Every major housing 
project, particularly one which involves a change 
in the officially designated areas of slums and 
blight, raises questions that should be answered 
before city approval is granted. 

Does the project fit into the city’s over-all 
plan? Would it solve more problems than it 
creates? What would be the effect on future 
school demands? How does it tie in with exist- 
ing plans for street and highway development? 
With the park and recreational plan? With the 
whole effort to substitute orderly development 
for haphazard, chaotic and costly growth? 

These are questions for the City Plan Commis- 
sion to consider. The mayor and aldermen will 
make a serious mistake if they fail to consult 
the commission. 
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A Tax Bill Veto Looms 


President Truman has warned Congress again 
that he will veto its proposed cuts in excise 
taxes unless the revenue thus lost is made up 
otherwise. 

In view of the Treasury deficit—an inflation- 
ary deficit that is undoubtedly contributing to 
the new round of price increases now under 
way—the veto would be thoroughly justified. 

Mr. Truman must share with Congress respon- 
sibility for failure to attack the deficit by suf- 
ficiently vigorous pruning of expenditures. But 
on the revenue side his stand against a net re- 
duction in tax receipts at this time is unassail- 
able—so much so that there are indications that 
a veto of the tax bill as it now stands would 
probably be sustained. 

The House Ways and Means Committee has 
confirmed its intention to cut excise taxes by a 
billion dollars. Reduction of the wartime excise 
rate is long overdue. If it does not come about, 
the people should understand the reason why. 

Essentially, the reason is that Congress ap- 
pears unwilling to close loopholes in the tax 
system which, as Mr. Truman has said, “permit 
some groups to escape their fair share of 
taxation.” 

The Ways and Means Committee has voted to 
remove some inequities, but it has not tackled 
the big ones. Nothing has been done, for exam- 
ple, to adjust the excessive depletion allowances 
enjoyed by oil and mining interests—a loophole 
which Mr. Truman described in his tax message 
as the most inequitable of all. 

In many ways the excise taxes are unfair. 
They burden the consumption of particular prod- 
ucts or services, and they bear little relation to 
ability to pay. It is deplorable that these in- 
equities seem destined to survive because Con- 
gress cannot bring itself to remove some of the 
most glaring inequities in other areas of the tax 
structure,

Between Book Ends 


Novel of Violent Germany 
“ah by Jan Valtin. (Rinehart, 439 pgs., 


Jan Valtin is not a good novelist but in 
“Wintertime” he tells a good story. It has 
no profound moments and no dull ones. It 
is simply an accurate report on the post- 
war German mind and a report that in- 
cludes plenty of thrills. 

Violence is the keynote of his recon- 
struction of the terribly bitter winter of 
1946-47 in Germany. And a relatively 
faithful reproduction it is, even if it is 
filled with more than a reasonable quota 
of smugglers, spies, Communists, Nazis 
and women who are thinking of bed con- 
stantly, whether or not they are in one, 

Those Americans who have been as- 
tounded at the Germans’ — to become 
upright democrats over night can acquire 
from this work a good insrgh$ into what it 
was like to be a German in the harsh days 
before the currency reform in 1948. They 
may get an idea of what sort of phycholog- 
ical motivations peo- 
ple have when they 
perforce must devote 
their entire time to 
a desperate search 
for just enough food 
and shelter to get 
along. 

They will find out 
what sort of mis- 
takes the Americans 
made in the first 
years of the occupa- 
tion. They will learn 
about the unbridge- 
able chasm between 
conquered and con- 
querors, and what 
Germans with a spark of national pride 
and practically nothing to eat thought of 
conquerors and “Quisling” Germans who 
exhorted them to be democrats. They will 
learn how great was Germany’s need for 
indigenous leadership. 

But they will not see the other side of 
the coin. They will not see the efforts of 
Allies and a few Germans to rebuild the 
country, efforts which havegbeen, at least 
in some measure, successful. Nor will they 
see an effective work of art, nor even 
characters who are more than a gallery 
of convenient stereotypes.

If you like a tale about natives on a 
distant atoll, in the middle of the Pacific 
Ocean and World War II, read King-Doctor 
of Ulithi. The book was compiled from 
the diary and records of Dr. M. P. Wees, 
by his friend and patient, Father F. B.

Dr. Wees was ordered by the Navy Com- 
mand, Dec. 29, 1944, to proceed to the 
Island of Fassarai, to cure an epidemic 
of yaws, which he classifies as “spyhilis in 
its old age,” but which is really an infec- 
tion caused by spirochete. 

Dr. Wees and his aid, the pharmacist’s 
mate, found a primitive people on the is- 
land, whose way of life was as natural 
and pure as the gentle rain from heaven. 
They lived a communal life, headed by 
King Ueg. They actually lived their faith, 
tinctured with their own interpretation of 
Christianity to which they had been ex- 
posed sometime before, without effort, 
evil or greed. It is true that they were 
totally innocent of asepsis, mechanization 
and civilization as we know them. Here 
men were men, women were women and 
the plumbing was all out doors. Dr. Wees 
taught them the A B C’s of sanitation, re- 
creation devices for the “adorable” chil- 
dren and some English; he introduced 
them to the radio, the movie, and built 
them a new church. Incidentally, he cured 
the yaws.

Over at Cincinnati in April, 
Lanier duelled scorelessly against | 
the Reds’ Ken Raffensberger 
through eight innings, leading off | 
the unsuccessful eighth with a 
single to right field. Then by 
the time he batted in the ninth, 
a potential run was in scoring 
position with two out, and Luke 
Sewell wig-wagged for his de- | 
fense to deploy to the right. And 
the second baseman, for instance, | 
dropped back so far on the grass | 
he appeared to be the right field- | 
er’s shadow. | 

Max fooled ‘em, though, by | 
gosh, pulling a curve into left | 
field, driving across the only run | 
in a 1-0 thriller. And because 
the left fielder was close enough 
to the center fielder to shake

Pressure for Space. 


Surely the pressure for dwell- 
ing space is likely to subside, at 
least temporarily. In that case, 
a lull in building may occur. And 
with it would come a drop in 
sales of ranges, refrigerators, 
plumbing equipment, furniture, 
and so on. ; 

If a slump occurs in autos or 
in housing, or both, what’s to fill 
the gap? To be sure, we're in 
the process of expanding military 
production, of shipping arms to 
Europe. Business men are in- 
stalling new equipment to in- 
crease productivity. The result 
is a rise in machinery demand. 
Even industrial plans to expand 
capacity are being revised up- 
ward. Furthermore, consumers, 
having had their temporary fill 
of hard goods, may increase pur- 
chases of soft goods—of clothing. 
Shoe production, for instance, is 
about 4.5 per cent ahead of last 
year. Thus, the bottom is hardly 
likely to fall out of the economy. 

At the same time, it’s well to 
bear in mind that hard-goods 
booms have a way of fading 
fast. Remember 1937. The fact 
that steel production, since the 
war, has run close to 100 per 
cent of capacity, aside from 
strikes, is a cause for caution. 

Steel feasts don’t usually last 

so long: 

Nor can the present hectic rush 
of steel orders be regarded as a 
sign of continuing boom. Steel 
orders vanish as fast as they ap- 
pear. They depend on sales of 
other goods—of autos, of refrig- 
erators, plumbing, etc. If auto and 
housing production drop, so will 
steel production—you can be sure 
of that.

Gambling Report: Bookies Cant Lose 


ls Set at 8 Billions a Year; Expenses Clue to High Profits 


Their Business 


By Louis A. Lawrence 


The American Academy of Po- 
litical and Social Science, with 
headquarters in Philadelphia, has 
collected facts about gambling 
that have long escaped the lay- 
man, and published them in a 
133-page report by 16 specialists 
in the current Annals of the 
American Academy. The follow- 
ing study of bookmakers’ “sure 
thing” methods is the second of 
two articles excerpted from the 
report. Its author is a profes- 
sional handicapper, formerly in 
the insurance business. 


HE bookmaking industry in 
T the United States occupies an 

unusual place in the national 
economy. Illegal in all the 48 
states with the exception of Ne- 
-vada, the “bookies” conduct an 
annual business amounting to 
some eight billion dollars. 

Various surveys have placed 
this figure as low as three bil- 
lions and above 10 billions. It 
is, of course, impossible to es- 
tablish a completely accurate fig- 
ure because of the very nature 
of the enterprise. Recent inquir- 
ies and checks from large as well 
as small cities point to eight bil- 
lion dollars as acceptable as a 
minimum. 

The horse-racing business, now 
legalized in 26 states, is in itself 
an enterprise of major propor- 
tions. The -nest recent statistics 
show a total of slightly over $1,- 
-600,000,000 bet through the mu- 
tuel machines, accounted for by 
paid admissions of 25,000,000 per- 
son. Revenues to the states per- 
mitting betting came to $95,- 
803,000. 

Back of the actual. track activi- 
ities is the breeding industry, 
with its tremendous investment 
in plants and their upkeep. It 
comprises some 800 farms led by 
the King Ranch of Texas, whose 
area exceeds that of the state of 
Rhode Island. 

The number of employes who 
make their livelihood at the race 
tracks is over 33,000. All in all, 
racimg is definitely “Big Busi- 
ness,” and there is every>likeli- 
hood that it will remain so in the 
foreseeable future. 

The rapid ihcrease of wagering 
through bookmakers has kept pace 
with, if it has not exceeded, the 
growth of its legalized parent. 

Many. approaches have been 
used in trying to estimate the 
number of bookmakers operating 
in the United States, and in de- 
termining the scope of the opera- 
tion. The best estimates come 
from the figures showing the 
number of “books” subscribing to 
the wire services. There are in 
the neighborhood of 20,000 sub- 
scribers. In addition there are 
some 40,000 books operating with- 
out wire services. 

The number of people who bet 
away from the track is a subject 
of conflicting estimates. They 
range from 3,000,000 to 15,000,- 
000 persons who wager with some 
regularity. The true figure, though 
necessarily an unknown quantity, 
is an extremely large one. 

A bookmaker has often been 
characterized as a man who never 
has a winning day but rides about 
in a Cadillac. While this is an 
exaggeration on both counts, it

is a fact that most bookmakers 
won't admit that their profits are 
worth talking about. It can be 
stated as a positive fact, however, 
that no well-managed booking 
establishment has ever gone 
broke. 

The off-track book is in many 
respects in a more advantageous 
position than the book that for- 
merly operated at the track. 

The factor which contributes 
most heavily to the off-track 
book’s profits is the tremendous 
diversity of play on races not at 
one track, but at four, five, or six 
tracks a day during the height of 
the racing season. 

An indication of the profits ex- 
pected by the book may be shown 
from the percentage the book is 
willing to expend in order to 
get business. 

Apart from whatever sums are 
to be used for the buying of 
protection from the local law en- 
forcement agencies, any book is 
ready to give up 50 per cent of 
the profits to his agents for pro- 
curing business. Each agent's to- 
tal monthly returns are tabulated, 
and 50 per cent of the net losses 
of the customers dealing directly 
with Him provides his compensa- 
tion.

NCE the agent has contacted 
(): prospective bettor and fur- 

nished him with the telephone 
number of the book, the customer 
merely calls the book and places 
his bet. mentioning the name of 
the agent who is to receive credit 
for the transaction. 

In a few localities the agent’s 
commission is 35 per cent, but 
50 per cent is the general rule. 
An agent with an active clientele 
among the fairly well-to-do class 
has a sinecure which is hard to 
beat. 

Where the bookmaker is han-

dling his own customers he will 
often propose to his larger clients 
a rebate of 50 per cent of their 
net losses each month on condi- 
tion that they do afl their business 
with him. 

These facts might well give the 
prospective bettor pause to con- 
sider just what his chances of 
winning are likely to be. In addi- 
tion, there are wire service ex- 
penses, telephone charges, office 
rental, and salaries to clerks, and 
the very considerable expense of 
protection. 

The average horse player is at 
a tremendous disadvantage on the 
point of his available capital as 
contrasted to that of the book- 
makers, 

Even under the most favorable 
auspices—that of an even chance 
—a person with $10, tossing a 
coin with $1 bet on each toss.. 
would be an almost certain loser 
if he played long enough against 
another with $50. 

As the greater part of all bet- 
fing with the books is done on 
credit, with settlement the follow- 
ing day, a glance at a customer's 
betting sheet tells the whole 
story. 

In the case of a small to mod- 
erate bettor, the first few bets 
made will be in amounts of $2 to 
$5 each. As the day goes on, and 
if the customer is losing on the 
balance, the bets increase until 
the last few races will show bets 
of $10, $20 and $30. There are no 
calculations which show a book- 
maker’s “edge” in terms of the 
breakdown of morale which is ex- 
perienced by an enormous per- 
centage of horse players. 


A player at a race track may 
well lose all the money he has 
brought with him and that’s the 
end, for cash is required at the

As the weight of moneys 
wagered in the mutuel machine 
sets the final pay-off prices, any 
sudden increase in the public's 
ability to select the winning horse 
would drive the price down to 
such a low figure that the in- 
crease in the number of winning 
transactions would be offset by 
the lower odds.

which makes the bookmaker’s 


operation more secure is the mass | 


of conflicting, and generally 
worthless, information to which 
the race player is exposed. Tip- 
ping services and_ essentially 
fraudulent touting bureaus sur- 
round the horse bettor.

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


ITH summer weather and 
W vacation time approaching, 

Canasta players will soon 
have to decide if they will adopt 
‘summer rules,” as bridge players 
have for years. 

The laws require a new deal if 
a card is exposed in dealing. But 
when the game is played out of 
doors, where the breezes blow, 
cards are so often overturned that 
the strict rule is hardly practical. 
a spend all your time redeal- 
ng. 

Accordingly, bridge players 
waive the laws and the deal con- 
tinues even if a card is exposed. 
A Canasta-playing group tried the 
same procedure recently, and one 
of them held this hand: 


In the course of the deal a five- 
spot had been blown over, and the 
holder of this hand knew it was 
still reposing in the hand of his 
left-hand opponent, for it had 
never been discarded. 

Both sides had melded. The 
pack was frozen and had* built up

to a considerable size. The play- 
er with the hand above had just 
drawn, and it was up to him to 
discard. 

Ordinarily he would have 
thrown the five and saved his 
three pairs. But he knew his 
left-hand opponent held at least 
one five and very likely held a 
pair of them ‘or he would have 
discarded the lone five). His 
problem was: Could he ethically 
take advantage of this informa- 
tion, which came to him through 
an accident of the deal? 

Yes, it was fair for him to use 
this knowledge, save the five, and 
split one of his pairs to discard, 
In any card game, you are consid- 
ered entitled to use all informa- 
tion that comes to you fortuitous- 
ly, even though it may constitute 
a bad break for the opponent. 


Question: Are you allowed to 
use the top card of the discard 
pile (and take the pack) to make 
your minimum meld when the top 
card would give vou a total that 
is not the exact number needed 
for that minimum? 

Answer: You may take the 
pack and use the top card as part 
of your initial meld even though 
doing so gives you more than the 
minimum required. It is impor- 
tant only to have at least the 
minimum, and to have a natural 
pair (because, until after the turn 
on which the minimum meld is 
made, the pack is frozen).

Gold Medal for ‘Black Gold’ Expert 


Ohio State to Present Award to Melvin DeGroote of Webster Groves Firm—Prolific Oil Inventor

ELVIN DEGROOTE is one 
M the few researcn c..p...5 
at the Tretolite Co. in Web- 

ster Groves who does not hold a 
doctorate. Nevertheless, the lively 
little chemical engineer with the 
softened version of a Hoover col- 
lar is known among associates as 
“the doctor.” 

It happens that. DeGroote is 
one of the most prolific inventors 
in America. His name appears, 
jointly or alone, on 518 patents 
covering a variety ‘of chemical 
preparations which are being ap- 
plied to 1,000,000 barrels of newly 
produced crude oil each day. If it 
weren't for his and a few similar 
formulae, fully one-third of all 
the petroleum being pumped out 
of the earth in this country might 
g0 to waste. 

This crude product is useless 
as it comes from the earth be- 
cause it contains too much water. 
It must be dehydrated before the 
pipeline companies will accept it 
for shipment to refineries. Though 
DeGroote has been~-knocking his 
balding head against this knotty 
problem successfully for more 
than 25 years, his name has so 
far belonged in that great herd 
usually referred to as “unsung 
heroes of science.” 

Now that he 1s 55 years old and 
vice president of the country’s 
largest firm specializing in chemi- 
cal demulsification of oil, some- 
one at last will sing of “the doc- 
tor.” On Friday his alma mater, 
Ohio State University at Colum- 
bus, will award him the gold 
Lamme Medal for “meritorious 
achievement in engineering or 
technical arts.” 

Tretolite, the trade designation 
for DeGroote’s baby, was orig- 
inally invented by another St. 
Louisan, William S. Barnickel, an 
orphan boy who spent 16 years in 
basement Maboratories and fever- 
ridden swamps only to die in 
1923 at the age of 45, mere 
months after his heart-breaking 
toil began paying off to the tune 
of millions. He did have time to 
begin building the low red brick 
structures that make up the pres- 
ent Tretolite Co. at 937 East Pa- 
cific avenue in a wooded, hilly 
setting more reminiscent of a 
country club than of an industry 
employing 250 persons and doing 
up to $8,000,000 worth of business 
a year. 

Barnickel. was the first to do 
something about a _ substance 
known as “B.S.,” meaning bottom 
settlings or basic sediment. He 
saw unending streams of this 
black fluid flow from the Okla- 
homa oil fields. Oil men.knew 
that immense fortunes were float- 
ing away in the stick stuff, but 
there was no economical way to 
separate the black gold from the 
common salt water. 

Barnickel separated the oil and 
salt water with water softeners, 
soap and a host of other known

chemicals and finally made it pay. 
After Barnickel’s premature 
death, DeGroote kept experiment- 
ing with the old formulae. Over 
the years he has tested 93,000 ex- 
perimental compounds on one to 
15 different emulsions each — 
more than half a million experi- 
ments in all. 

A generation ago it took three 
cents worth of chemical to re- 
cover one barrel of crude oil 
from the emulsified raw material. 
Thanks to DeGroote and his asso- 
ciates, the same thing can be done 
today for seven-tenths of a cent. 
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EARS ago some heavy black 
V cits especially those from 

California, couldn’t be  hy- 
drated at all. Today they can be 
treated. Water content of 1 per 
cent in the treated oil used to be 
considered low. Now water con- 
tent of 42 per cent is thought to 
be high. 

Today’s “Tretolite” works amaz- 
ingly fast. By way of illustration, 
one of DeGroote’s laboratory men 
fills three small bottles with the 
thick light brown emulsified oil 
from one of the Texas fields. Into 
the first bottle he drips a few 
drops of colorless chemical. The 
next bottle gets even less of the 
chemical. The third bottle gets 
none. 


Expertly he picks up all three 
flasks between the fingers of one 
hand and gives them a severe 
shaking. Within minutes the oil in 
the first bottle turns black, its 
water content settling at the bet- 
tom as if it had nothing to do 
with its black neighbor above. The 
oil in the second bottle turns only 
slightly darker. The oil in the 
third bottle remains unchanged. 

Even hard-headed chemistry 
professors who have seen the 
process performed hundreds of 
times call it “almost miraculous.” 
DeGroote’s colleagues ascribe the 
miracle to “the doctor” who likes 
to announce: “Having a pretty 
good demulsifier is like having 
the second best hand in a poker 

You’ve got to have the 


the adage that “you don’t have 
to have brains, you have to have 
luck.” The record doesn’t bear 
him out, however. Born of par- 
ents of German derivation at 
Wheeling, W.Va., he developed a 
prodigious memory early and 
read a book a day when in high 
school. In 1915 he graduated 
from Ohio State and went to work 
first for the Maxwell Motor Co. 
and then for the Koppers Co. as 
an analytical chemist. 


Fix It Yourself

Before Painting a House. 


O matter how you slice it, 
N painting - a house requires 

something on your part—either 
your money, your effort or both. 
In any case, before the outside of 
the house is fixed up for another 
year or so, there are a few points 
that should be checked just to 
make sure that you get the most 
for your money or time. 

It’s a good idea to have the 
chimney cleaned before the paint 
goes on. No use having the fresh 
paint sooted up by a dirty chim- 
ney. Roof gutters and downspouts 
should be cleaned out and in- 
spected for leaks or open joints 
which may allow water to drafn 
out of the guttters and stain the 
outside walls. 

If you have copper gutters, cop- 
per roof flashing or copper win- 
dow screening, give these a coat 
of paint or spar varnish. This 
will prevent the copper staining 
the paint. Galvanized iron gut- 
ters, flashing and _ screening 
should be painted as well to elim- 
inate possible rust stains. 

Moisture from the bath and 
kitchen often causes the paint on 
outside walls to blister and peel. 
Covering the interior walls of 
these rooms with two coats of alu- 
minum paint under the finished 
coat will help. So will installing 
an exhaust fan to remove the 
moist air. 


When you are braising or stew- 
ing chuck beef steak, try using 
tomatoes for the liquid instead of 
water. The difference in stewing 
and braising lies in the amount of 
liquid called for. Braising uses 
only a little liqhid. Stewing calls 
for enough liquid to partially 
cover the meat.

“Seems 
that when I was six or seven a 
barber poured some stuff on my 
head and I became nearly bald, 
It didn’t sour me on chemistry, 
though, and eventually some of 
the hair grew back. Well, the 
janitors at the Mellon Instjtute 
must have thought I looked pretty 
old and distinguished and so they 

awarded me the doctorate.” 

Sheer coincidence brought him 
to St. Louis in 1924. He was 
working on emulsion flavors for 
the Mellon Institute when it be- 
gan to look as if the prohibition 
laws would cut off legitimate 
manufacturers of flavoring ex- 
tracts from all alcohol supplies 
needed to turn out the ingre- 
dients for their product: Sno 
outfit that got worried was the 
Coca-Cola Co. and one of its vice 
presidents asked DeGroote to 
come to Atlanta for a demonstra- 
tion of how to make flavors with- 
out alcohol. 

An interested spectator at the 
demonstration was the late Dr. 


Charles Caspari, head of the St. 
Louis College of Pharmacy. The 
doctor asked the young scientist 
whether he knew anything about 
oil field emulsions. DeGroote re- 
plied that this was no problem, 
because he remembered that the 
oil in his native West Virginia 
and surrounding states poured out 
of the earth without bothersome 
water. Dr. Caspari assured him 
that this was not universally true 
and mentioned the young man’s 
work to the then barely budding 
Tretolite firm at home. 

Shortly afterward the Tretolite 
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people were involved in some 
technical litigation and summoned 
DeGroote from Pittsburgh as an 
expert witness. He never did get 
into court to testify. The presi- 
dency of Tretolite had by then 


.gone to J. S. Lehmann, an at- 
-torney and son of Frederick W. 


Lehmann, former Solicitor Gen- 
eral of the United StatesgJ. S. 
Lehman, who still heads the com- 
pany, offered DeGroote a job on 
the spot. “The doctor” liked his 
work at Mellon’s, however, and 
figured he would squirm out of 
the offer by asking for too high 
a salary. He demanded 60 per 
cent more than he made in Pitts- 
burgh. Tretolite — at once. 
— : 


EGROOTE, who lives at 6611 

Pershing avenue, University 

City, finds it virtually impos- 
sible not to work like the pro- 
verbial horse. He still labors 
around his laboratories daily from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m. and never be- 
lieved in taking regular vacations. 
A few years ago, when finally 
persuaded to go on a Caribbean 


cruise, he got bored by the time ~ 


he reached Cuba and promptly 
took a plane back to St. Louis. 


Years ago he was a flower fan, 
his chrysanthemums_ acquiring 
considerable neighborhood fame. 
But he had to quit that hobby 
as well as the raising of tropical 
fish because there was just too 
much professional reading to do. 
When he isn’t curled up with the 
latest Journal of the American 
Chemical Society, DeGroote is apt 
to be found listening to light 
opera on the radio or on the stage. 
He is a devoted Vietor Herbert 
and Jerome Kern fan. He used 
to bring his lunch to the office 
but in recent years he has re- 
lented and goes out for a snack. 


He still travels a lot on busi- 
ness, enjoys'a hand of contract 
bridge, and has been for more 
than 20 years the trustee of fel- 
lowships awarded by Tau Beta Pi, 
an honorary engineering associ- 
ation. Although the grants have 
paid for the post-graduate educa- 
tion of nearly 100 promising stu- 
dents, it was not until 1942 that 
Ohio State got around to award- 
ing “the doctor” his own profes- 
sional degree of chemical engi- 
neer. 


Demulsification of oil still un- 
dergoes constant improvement. 
Two large oil companies make 
their own demulsifier, other firms 
compete with Tretolite on a small 
scale and then DeGroote is also 
forever in the running against his 
own patents, for these expire and 
become common property after 17 
years. 


Tretolite used to depend heav- 
ily on castor oil as a basic ingre- 
dient. During World War II this 
did not prove to be much of a 
problem, because the seas were 
kept open between this country 
- Brazil, chief scource of castor 
oil. 

If, as and when there should 
be another war, DeGroote points 
out, the United States may not be 
so lucky. He is therefore work- 
ing on ways to make demulsifiers 
from chemicals available on these 
shores. Progress, he says, is 
satisfactory. For the little doctor 
without the degree it nearly 
always is.

Bridge

T’S a good idea to get into the 
habit of making certain un- 

blocking plays automatically. 
Let’s look at a _ case: 


mY 

The bidding: 
South West North East 
24 Pass 2N.T. Pass 
39 Pass * Pass 
Pass Pass 

West laid down the club ace, 
and when dummy appeared, shift- 
ed to diamonds, leading’ ace and 
low. South ruffed with the heart 
deuce, but when he laid down 
the ace of trumps, he was shocked 
to discover the very bad trump 
break. Unfortunately, there was 
nothing he could do about it at 
this point. He laid down the ace 
and king of spades, but West 
ruffed, and the guarded heart 
queen became the setting trick. 


Two things must be conceded 
right off the reel: That South 
found an extremely bad trump 
break; and that he would have 
had to guess very well to make 
the hand, even if his technique in 
the trump suit had been perfect. 
The fact remains, however, that 
if South had been more careful 
at the third trick, when he ruffed 
the diamond, he at least would 
have had a chance to overcome 
the unlucky break of trumps. 

South should have ruffed the 
diamond with the heart jack! 
With any reasonable break, there 
was no need to consérve that card, 
and as the trumps actually lay, 
observe. the advantage of getting 
it out of the way. South would 
now cash the trump ace and see 
the break. He could then lead 
the trump nine, and, whether 
West did or did not put up the 
queen, could be assured of reach- 
ing dummy. Then, with the trump 
distribution what it was, it should 
not be too clairvoyant to take a 
spade finesse, and all of this 
would mean a fulfilled contract. 

The situation is rather compli- 
cated, but readers are urged to 
see for themselves the difference 
between ruffing the third trick 
with the heart jack and with the 
low heart.

UESTION. How did men’s 
trousers get so curious a 
name as “pants”? To me, a 
pant is a gasping breath, like 7 
dog's pants.

A. Let us turn the calendar 
vack to the days of ancient 
Sreece. A favorite given name 
for men was Pantaleon, which 
1.20 tire brave meaning “all lion.” 
In the second century a famous 
Roman physician bore the name 
Pantaleone. He was martyred 
(A.D. 305) because of his Chris- 
tian faith, and later became the 
patron saint of physicians and of 
the city of Venice. 
Because of the saint’s popular- 


‘ity, Pantaleone became a favor- 


ite given name among Venetians, 
so much so that Pantaleone came 
to be a widespread nickname for 
all male Venetians. 


Then, in the old Italian pop-| 
ular comedy, the name Pantalone | 
was given to the main comic char- | 
acter, always depicted as a silly | 
old man with spectacles and wear- | 


ing slippers, a long, loose coat, 


and a tight-fitting, trousers-like | 
garment from the waist to the/| 


ankles. 

In time, pantalone became a 
synonymous term for buffoon; .a 
tottering dotard. It entered 
French as pantalon, which was 
borrowed by the English as panta- 
loon. 

Shakespeare uses pantaloon in 
the famous “All the world’s a 
stage” speech in Hamlet: “The 
sixth age shifts into the lean and 
slipper’d pantaloon ,. .”
